After a short recess, Col. Archi- 
bald King, of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, appeared before the 
court with the assurance Dennett 
might go ahead as far as the War 
Department was concerned. 

Private Dennett was assured his 
superiors “would not prosecute him 
for anything he might have done 
before he became a member of 
the armed forces,’* and which 
might come to light in the course 
of his testimony. 

Whereupon, Dennett admitted 
he had met Viereck “along about 
the latter part of 1940 or the first 
part of 1941." Asked if he recalled 
any conversation at the time, Den- 
nett replied that “it was a formal 
introduction and the usual greet- 


ings were passed, I believe."
